The GOP candidate told a wind 
chilled cheering crowd th at the 
Democrats were trying to frighten 
the people with scare talk about 
another depression — and he de­ 
clared such a thing would nev er 
happen. 
Eisenhower touched off a roar­ 
ing cheer today when he called 
for an adm inistration th a t will get 
this country “on the right track 
once again.” 
Lashes HST Administratio n 
H e lashed the Trum an adminis­ 
tration’s record as a “sorry one,’* 
and the crowd whooped it up 
when he called for “the kind of 
gov ernment A m e r i c a n citizens 
should hav e—and can hav e.” 
The GOP presidential candidate 
jibed at the Democratic “big guns 
and little guns” going around the 
country “trying to sell fear.” And 
he denied th at a GOP leadership 
w’ould destroy the social gains 
that hav e been made. 
He called 
such charges “just plain bunk.” 
W. H. (Jack) Porter, Texas oil

‘‘These Days’

TIIE COMMANDER IN CHIEF 
I fear that I, like so many other Americans, 
have accep ted the term “Commander in Chief” too 
loosely as ap p lied to the President ol the United 
States. 
This question is currently p ertinent, since 
Harry Truman has taken to the hustings to assault 
all and sundry with such violence that one won­ 
ders whether he thinks that he is running against 
Taft, Eisenhower or Stevenson. 
His attacks on General Eisenhower imp ly an 
exp ertness on the p art of Cap tain Harry Truman, 
Commander in Chief. Harry Truman cannot con­ 
tend that Eisenhower does not know his business 
because he ap p ointed Ike to be Chief ot Staff, which 
justifies-the assump tion that, in Truman’s op inion, 
the general was the most suitable man in this 
country foi the p ost. Or. does Truman wish us to 
believe that he p icks p ublic officials without regard 
to their suitability? 
As the p ower of ap p ointment 
is the President’s, the resp onsibility tor the ap ­ 
p ointee’s fitness is the President s. 
On the subject of Commander in Chief, the Con­ 
stitution in Article II, Section 2, p iovides: 
“The President shall be Commander in Chief of 
the Army and Navy of the United States, and of 
the Militia of the several states, when called into 
the actual service ol the United States. . . . ” 
Generally, Presidents have recognized all the 
limitations in this clause. The p ost ot Commander 
in Chief affects only those actually engaged in mili­ 
tary service. 
rl he Commander in Chiet is not a 
military dictator with unlimited p owers over the 
whole p op ulation. 
As far back as 1850, the Sup reme Court held 
that “as Commander in Chief he is authorized to 
direct the movements of the land and naval forces 
p laced by law at his command, and to emp loy them 
in the manner he may deem most effectual to 
harass and conquer and subdue the enemy. 
He 
may invade the hostile country and subject it to 
the sovereignty and authoritv ol the United States.” 
Therefore, the resp onsibility for anything that 
was done by General Eisenhower or General George 
Marshall or General Lucius Clay or General Doug­ 
las MacArthur or any other general or admiral is 
Harry Truman’s while he served as President. 
If, 
instead ot dismissing men for their errors, he p ro­ 
motes them, then we must assume that he ap ­ 
p roved of what he now chooses to regard as errors. 
It is too late in 1952 for the President to criti­ 
cize a subordinate, as Eisenhower then was, for 
his conduct in 1945. 
Harry Truman’s difficulty is that while he says 
he likes Ike. he wants to give the p ublic the im­ 
p ression that Eisenhower was a less comp etent 
general than we believe him to be because he does 
not understand p olitics. But the time for Truman 
to have told us that was when Eisenhower made 
his errors, and not seven years later, p articularly 
as during those seven years Truman ap p ointed 
Eisenhower to highet p ositions. 
The citizens have the right to assume that Tru­ 
man's true op inion of Eisenhower was exp ressed 
when he ap p ointed Ike to be Chief of Staff. Su­ 
p reme Allied Commander in Europ e, and the head 
of NATO. 
What he says now is beiied by those 
acts. What he did then was in the exercise of Con­ 
stitutional p owers and within his resp onsibility as 
Commander in Chief. What he says now is small­ 
time p olitics. 
Eisenhower’s defense need at best be that he 
emp loyed his comp ete nee and skill according to his 
ability and judgment; that he was the commander 
of an army that won a war; that he was p raised 
and rewarded by bi> Commander in Chief, Harry 
Truman. 
At that p oint he need say nothing more. 
• However, if Truman insists that Eisenhower 
did badlv at Berlin or Prague or anywhere else, wo 
must ask why he did not say so at the time. Why 
did he not court-martial General Eisenhower at the 
time? The Sup reme Court has held that the Presi­ 
dent has the p ower to convene a court-martinF. 
If 
Eisenhower was wrong at Berlin and brought on a 
disaster, why dia Truman do nothing about it? 
The p oint of this argument is that the more 
Truman talks about Eisenhower, the more he 
brings criticism vip on himself. 
If the p eriod from 
1945 (Potsdam) to 1951 (the dismissal of Mac­ 
Arthur) is studied, it will be found that our Presi­ 
dent. Harry Truman, acting within his Constitu­ 
tional resp onsibilities, erred too often for the good 
of the country.

SELECTING PATIENTS FOR VACiOTOMV 
One of the commonest ailments today is ulcer 
of the stomach and of the first p art of the small 
intestine — p ep tic ulcer. The treatment of p ep tic 
ulcer has been by medicine and diet but op eration 
of cutting the nerve sup p lying stomach and intes­ 
tine has become very p op ular in the p ast few years. 
Relief from p ain and symp toms follo\\# surgery in a 
short time. However, both p hysicians and surgeons 
are greatly disap p ointed in some cases where this 
surgical treatment fails. It is, therefore, of great 
interest to Jearn that the surgeon, by selecting his 
cases, Can obtain successful results.

“In our exp erience with more than 600 vago­ 
tomies, success has dep ended on the following four 
factors: (1> a careful selection of p atients. (2) the 
skill and exp erience of the surgeon in achieving a 
comp lete vagotomy. (3» the incorp oration of drain­ 
age

p ylorop lasty — enlarging 
and 
straightening the op ening from stomach to intes­ 
tine which allows food to drain into the small 
intestine to undergo further digestion, thus p re­ 
venting food remaining in stomach too long, and 
(4l p rolonged management of p atient alter op era­ 
tion until the workings of stomach and intestine 
are adjusted. 
These surgeons are guided in their selection of 
cases to undergo vagotomy by (a> failure of medical 
and diet treatment, (b) excessive bleeding of ujcor, 
(1) obstruction of p yloris, (dl multip le p erfora­ 
tions. (e) diagnostic exp loration, (f) occup ational 
of economic necessity. Added to the above obser­ 
vations of the condition of the p atient’s body is the 
most imp ortant one—observation of the p atient 
himself- his mental and emotional makeup . Thus, 
we have written before of the ulcer p atient who 
asked his p hysician if all his symp toms would dis­ 
ap p ear by op eration. The p hysician told him the 
symp toms would disap p ear unless he grew another 
ulcer, as he was the typ e, had the makeup —nervous 
and emotional—that up set the workings of stomach 
and intestine which causes iilcer. 
Drs. Stemp icn, Wilkins, and Weinberg finally 
state: “Any surgical p rocedure, including vagotomy, 
should be used with reluctance in a p atient who is 
thought to have^an intractable ulcer.

Drawing

article by Pau l-Henri Sp aak , Bel­

“strange” lead will turn out to be

ruff. 
When today’s hand w’as played. 
South didn’t see the danger signal 
and succeeded in going down in­ 
gloriously. 
W est opened the three of dia­ 
monds, 
and 
declarer 
foolishly 
played low’ from the dummy. East 
won with the king of diamonds 
and returned the suit, allowing 
West 
to ruff. No m atter how 
South struggled, West was bound 


to win a trick later on with the 
king of spades, and East was 
equally sure to win a trick with 
the king of hearts. Down one. 
South should 
have read 
the 
opening lead as a singleton w ith­ 
out the slightest difficulty. The 
correct play is to win the first 
trick with the ace of diamonds, 
and to follow with the ace of 
spades and the ten of spades in 
order to get the trum ps out with­ 
out delay. 
W est’s best defense is to take 
the second trum p with the king 
and to return a heart. Dummy 
wins with the ace of hearts and 
draws the last trum p with the 
nine. The nine of diamonds is 
then led from dummy, and South 
must be prepared to let this ride 
for a finesse if East plays low.

An apple a day may keep the 
witch of ill health away ; an ap­ 
ple with popcorn face also keeps 
the Halloween witches away , is 
what they say in the apple state 
of Washington.

Popcorn-Apple J aok-o’-Lanterns 
(Makes about 12 patties) 
Red apples, 1 cup granulated 
sugar, 1 teaspoon salt, 1/3 cup 
dark corn sy rup, 1/3 cup water, 
3 tablespoons butter or marga­ 
rine, 
teaspoon v anilla ex tract, 
3 quarts popped corn. 
To prepare caramel popcorn 
patties, combine sugar, salt, sy rup 
and water. Heat, stirring until 
sugar is dissolv ed. Add butter or 
margarine and cook at 27 0 de­ 
grees F. until a little of the mix ­ 
ture dropped in cold water wrill 
form a brittle ball. 
Stir in v anilla. 
Pour slowly 
ov er popped corn, tossing to mix 
well. Dampen hands and shape 
caramel popcorn into flat, round 
patties.

faces on apples, reheat sy rup re­ 
maining in bottom of pan by set­ 
ting pan in hot water. Dip pieces 
of popcorn in hot sy rup and stick 
onto apples.

Baked Stuffed Squash 
' (Makes 4 serv ings) 
Two m e d i u m - s i z e d acorn 


squash, 4 cups soft bread crumbs, 
4 tablespoons chopped onion, 3 
tablespoons butter, melted; 2/3 
cup non-fat dry milk powder, % 
cup warm water, 6 slices bacon, 
cooked, drained and chopped; 1 
teaspoon salt, 
teaspoon sage, 
*2 teaspoon thy me. 
Cut squash in half, lengthwise; 
remov e seeds. Steam until tender, 
about 20 minutes. Brown bread 
crumbs and onion in butter in 
pre-heated skillet. Sprinkle non­ 
fat dry milk powder ov er surface 
of warm wrater. Beat with rotary 
beater until just blended. 
Combine browned bread crumbs 
and onions, 
reliquefied non-fat 
dry milk, bacon and seasonings. 
Blend well. 
Fill each half of 
squash with mix ture. 
Place squash in oblong baking 
dish. Bake in a moderate ov en

The “ flame,” said by others to 
hav e been without shape, was 
seen mov ing from east to west 
ov er the airport, meaning it would 
hav e come from ov er the Atlantic 
Ocean and would hav e headed to­ 
ward New York city .
